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REPORT OF THE NATIONAL CONVENTION. 


The first national convention of Pi Kappa Delta was called to order in the 
Y. M. C. A. room of Washburn College at Topeka, Kansas, by the Washburn 
chapter president at 1:30 P.M., March 31,1916. As temporary chairman Mr. 
Beattie made a brief address of welcome and then introduced in turn the 
National Officers—President E. R. Nichols, Acting Secretary-Treasurer Roy 
Painter, National Historian J. H. Krenmyre, and Vice President E. A. Vaughan: 

The National President then took official charge of the meeting and made 
the opening address. The President spoke over an hour, outlining to the dele- 
gates the plans, aims, and progress of the National Founders and the National 
Council in organizing, launching and bringing to its present state of effi- 
ciency the Pi Kappa Delta Forensic Honor Society. He then outlined the 
needs of the Order in internal organization and discussed the policy and plans 
for extension. He called upon the other officers to state their views upon 
these matters to the convention. 

The matter of the organization of the convention was then taken up. The 
President appointed committees on finance, ritual and ceremonies, extension, 
constitutional amendments, insignia and emblems, Charter form, stationery 
and certificates, interforensic relations, and resolutions. The members of 
the National Chapter then voted on a motion by Vaughan to organize the 
convention on a basis of one vote to each chapter and the Secretary was in- 
structed to make up the roll of the convention. All members present in addi- 
tion to delegates were given speaking privilege. 

The first official business was the report of the Charter committee. The 
Chairman, B. A. Vaughan, recommended local organizations at Alabama Poly- 
technic Institute and at Fairmount College, Wichita, Kansas. The petition of 
the Alabama Polytechnic local was granted unanimously and that of Fair- 
mount provisionally. The National Treasurer was instructed to ask the peti- 
tioners to fill out their individual blanks of application and to correct certain 
mistakes in stating their forensic record; upon this action by the petitioners 
the Fairmount petition was to be granted. 

On motion of J. H. Krenmyre it was voted that a member of the Wash- 
burn chapter act as reporter for the convention. A. G. Beattie, local presi- 
dent, was appointed 

A time and place of meeting for the hearing of each committee the follow:

Tue First EvENING—INITIATION OF NEw MEMBERS INTO 
WASHBURN CHAPTER 


At the home of Miss Kathrine Albaugh the Washburn chapter gave a re- 
ception to the delegates on Friday poate. the first evening of the conven- 
tion. With A. G. Beattie, the locdl president, as Cancellarius, the ritual 
written by Dr. J. R. Macarthur of K. S. A. C. chapter was put on for the in- 
struction of the delegates and incidentally to receive two new members, after 
which Miss Albaugh recited several amusing selections in a clever manner. 
Light refreshments were served and the guests departed at a late hour, each 
one having made many new acquaintances. 


THE SATURDAY SESSIONS 
Until ten o’clock the morning was spent in Committee hearings and meet- 
ings. The President then called the convention to order. At the request of 
the reporter the Election of Officers was put first in the order of business. 
Upon motion of Krenmyre it was voted to change the constitutional sec- 
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tion providing for officers to include President, Vice President, National Sec- 
retary, National Treasurer, and National Historian. 

Mr. Krenmyre, then, in a brief speech urging that President Nichols be 
given a second term in which to complete the plans which he had begun for 
Pi Kappa Delta, placed his name in nomination. Coad of Ottawa moved to 
close the nominations. Krenmyre put the vote and Nichols was declared 
elected unanimously. 

J. Paul Loomis of K. S. A. C. placed Dr. J. R. Macarthur in nomination for 
Vice President. Cecil Coad, Ottawa, nominated E. A. Vaughan. The vote was 
taken by ballot, resulting in seven for Vaughan and four for Macarthur. 
Vaughan was declared elected. 

On motion of Krenmyre, the Acting Secretary, Roy Painter, was in- 
structed by unanimous vote to cast the vote of the convention for Dr. J. R. 
Macarthur, K. S. A. C. chapter, for National Secretary. 

William Christianson, Highland Park, nominated Roy Painter for 
National Treasurer. Howard White moved to close the nominations and that 
Loomis of K. S. A. C. cast the unanimous vote of the convention for 
Painter for National Treasurer. Motion carried unanimously. 

On motion of Roy E. Gwin, Kansas State chapter, J. H. Krenmyre was re- 
elected National Historian. 

President Nichols then appointed Roy E. Gwin and Arthur L. Crookham 
members of the Charter Committee for the ensuing administration. 

The report of the Secretary-Treasurer was then called for. Mr. Painter 
responded, showing $40 in the State Savings Bank of Topeka, and $40 due 
the treasury from John A. Shields, retiring Secretary-Treasurer. (Note—The 
last report from Painter shows $119 in the treasury, dues outstanding, and the 
charter, seal, coat of arms, stationery, and two Forensics to be paid for.) Mr. 
Painter estimated the dues in arrears and supplemented the President’s 
speech of the day before as to the number of members in the Order. He 
stated that there were over three hundred members and that the key record 
showed 107 sales. (Key record now stands 121.) 

The President reported on the Forensic and urged all delegates to see 
to it that their chapters paid dues, sent in chapter letters and cuts promptly, 
and kept the Editor and other officers correctly informed of the addresses 
and standing in Pi Kappa Delta of all members both new and old. 

The reports of committees were taken up until the end of the morning 
session, and again in the afternoon session. Reports and partial reports fol- 
low: 


Finance Commitee. Report 
Roy Painter, Chairman; Cecil C. Coad, William Christianson. 


1. We recommend that only initial dues be demanded from members of 
the order of instruction. 


2. We recommend that initial dues of $1 (subscription price to The 
Forensic) be charged of all Graduate and Honorary members, regardless of 
time of admission.

3. We recommend that initial dues of $1.50 be charged of all Active mem- 
bers, regardless of time of admission. 

4. We recommend that the present annual dues of Active members of 
$1.50 each school year be not changed. 

Report adopted without dissent. 


Committee on Insignia. Report 
Roy E. Gwin, Chairman; Flora Harrington. 


1. The colors of Pi Kappa Delta shall be cherry red and white. 

2. The official flower of Pi Kappa Delta shall be the red carnation. 

3. The official pennant shall embody the name of the college of each 
chapter and of our order. 

4. A committee shall be appointed with the National Treasurer as 
chairman to arrange for the purchasing of all keys and pennants through the 
Treasurer, and to arrange for a commission to go to the national treasury for 
general purposes 

5. Provided for special badge for national officers. (Rejected.) 

6 A coat of arms shall he procured by the National Treasurer, designed 
as follows: On a shield shall be engraved a triangle, under the triangle the 
letters Pi Kappa Delta (in Greek), with a pen crosswise of the triangle and a 
sword beneath the pen, showing the dominance of the pen over the sword. 
This coat of arms shall appear on our charter, our national stationery, and our 
membership certificates. 

7. Only the national officers shall be allowed to wear the coat of arms, 
on a pendant or button suited to the purpose. 

8. Hereafter only solid gold keys shall be furnished members. 

9. Keys shall be of shining gold and not old gold. 

10. The design of J. F. Newman is recommended in preference to the 
design of E. R. Roehm. It is recommended that a different jeweler from 
E. R. Roehm be found. 

11. A key about one-half the size of the present key shall be furnished 
to those who wish them. The present size key shall be retained for those 
who wish that size. 

12. The National Treasurer shall make a contract with a reputable jew- 
eler, securing guarantees as to workmanship, time of delivery, repairing, 
changing of keys, and commission for use of the order. 

Report accepted by the delegates. 


Report of Charter Form Committee 
Miss Jessie Nye, Chairman; C. C. Coad. 


1. A seal shall be procured for use on charters and membership certifi- 
cates. The design shall be as recommended by the committee and shall be 
purchased by the Treasurer. 

2. The Treasurer shall retain the coat of arms cut, and shall furnish 
stationery of various kinds to local chapters or to individuals. 

3. A charter form shall be as follows: (Design omitted here.) This char- 
ter shall be procured as soon as possible, the details to be left to this commit- 
tee as to who shall do the work, the kind of work to be done. 

4. Chapters that have not paid charter fees are to be urged at once to 
remit to the Treasurer. 

5. This committee, acting with the National Treasurer, shall be continued 
until its work is done. 

6. Stationery shall be furnished by the National Treasurer to the 
National Officers free of cost to them. 

7. Anew membership certificate shall be struck off. 

The delegates voted to adopt the report as above set forth.

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Ritual and Ceremonies Committee—Report 
J. Paul Loomis, Chairman; Wm. Christianson, Roy Painter. 


Your committee reports that it is working out ceremonies of Instal- 
lation of Chapter, Initiation of Members, Installation of Local and National 
Officers, and blank obligation form for members at large as instructed, and 
recommends that more time be given to perfect these ceremonies. 

{r. Loomis then said that the committee recommended favorably the in- 
itiation ceremony given by the Washburn chapter the previous evening with 
additicns, saying that the committee intended to incorporate this ceremony 
in the Installation program for chapters, together with the ceremony written 
by Arthur L. Crookham. 

The report of the committee was accepted and it was instructed to con- 
tinue its work and report the finished ceremonies to The Forensic for publi- 
cation. (The full report of the committee, except the blank for members at 
large, is published elsewhere in this issue.) 


Committee on Welfare and Interforensic Relations 
J. H. Krenmyre, Chairman; Roy E. Gwin, C. Benj. Franklin. 


The committee recommends that in the light of the recent attempt on the 
part of Tau Kappa Alpha to “lift” the Washburn chapter, and in view of the 
fact that the Illinois Wesleyan chapter has raised the question of whether or 
not it may take its present debate coach, who is a member of Tau Kappa 
Alpha, the National Council of Pi Kappa Delta be instructed to attempt to 
make some sort of interforensic agreement with Delta Sigma Rho, Tau 
Kappa Alpha, and Phi Alpha Tau which will guarantee the interest and wel- 
fare of each organization. 

The committee recommends the withdrawal of the Central charter and the 
acceptance of the surrender of the Nebraska Wesleyan charter after due con- 
sideration of the evidence placed before it by the National President. 

The committee recommends the appointment of province officers. 


Report adopted by the convention. 


Report of Extension Committee 
E. A. Vaughan, Chairman; A. D. Jacobsen. 


1. That a list of acceptable institutions, as recommended by the National 
President, be made and that the Charter Committee and the National Council 
be permitted to grant charters to chapters in accepted institutions upon peti- 
tion. That petitions from institutions not on the accepted list be required to 
wait the action of the National Convention or a Referendum of the Chapters. 

2. That each chapter furnish the National Secretary with a copy of its 
local Constitution, so that he may make suggestions to new chapters in 
getting into shape quickly and satisfactorily. Also that each furnish informa- 
tion regarding neighboring schools to Province President. 

3. That each chapter attempt to issue a news sheet to keep alumni in- 
terested and working for and with their chapters. 

4. That each chapter furnish Certificates of Honor to High School de- 
baters and orators, same to be furnished by the National organization and 
signed by National Council member. 

5. That each chapter be a propaganda center for the interests of Pi 
Kappa Delta. 


The above recommendations were accepted and it was voted to incorpor- 
ate them in the Rules and Regulations of Pi Kappa Delta. 
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CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT REPC ST 


E. A. Vaughan, Chairman; J. H. Krenmyre, Howard White. 
Advisory Member, E. R. Nichols. 


Each chapter shall have one vote at the national conclave. 

Each member of the National Council shall have one vote. 

The fiscal year shall be changed to end June 15. 

There shall be a definite procedure for admission of new chapters. If 
new chapter petition within six weeks of the national convention, they shall 
be admitted only at the national convention. 

5. The office of Secretary-Treasurer shall be divided. 

6. The State chapter shall be retained for organization purposes, but the 
power to grant degrees shall be taken from it. Higher degrees shall be 
granted on application directly to the National Council, as represented by the 
Natioral Treasurer. 

7. The governing body of the State chapter shall be a Council consisting 
of one member elected by each local chapter of the state. 

8. National officers shall be selected on a basis of enthusiasm for Pi 
Kappa Delta, not on a basis of collegiate forensic achievement. 

9, An order of Activity shall be provided, designed to grant distinction 
to members out of school but wishing to go on up higher in Pi Kappa Delta. 

Upon vote of the convention this committee was instructed to continue 
its work and present a rewritten constitution harmonized with the actions of 
the conveniton. 

(Ed. note—The work of this committee is progressing and the new con- 
stitution will probably be published in the November-December issue of The 
Forensic.)

Resolutions Committee 


The Committee on Resolutions, Howard White of Southwestern, Chair- 
man, and A. D. Jacobsen of the University of Redlands, offered the following 
resolutions, which were passed by the convention: 


1. Whereas, The National Council has given its best efforts to 
perfecting the organization of Pi Kappa Delta as the National honor society 
and to the success of the first national convention, therefore 


Be it resolved, that the delegates in convention assembled express their 
appreciation of these efforts and pledge the suppcrt of their respective chap- 
ters to the National Council for the successful extension and best interests of 
Pi Kappa Delta; and 

2. Whereas, The Washburn chapter, as the host of the first National 
Convention of Pi Kappa Delta, has so courteously provided entertainment and 
accommodations for the delegates, and a delightful place of meeting for the 
convention, therefore 


Be it resolved, that the delegates extend a vote of thanks and apprecia- 
tion to the Washburn College chapter; and 

3. Whereas, John A. Shields, one of the National founders of this Order, 
has given freely of his time, his energy and his money in order to extend and 
strengthen Pi Kappa Delta, and has handed down to his sucessor a carefully 
arranged plan for carrying on the work of the National Treasurer, therefore 

Be it resolved, that the gratitude of the convention be at once sent to Mr. 
Shields, former and first General Secretary-Treasurer, for what he has done 
for Pi Kappa Delta. 
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Convention Rulings and Actions 
Certificates are to be issued only when dues are fully paid to the National 
Treasurer. 


New chapters are to be installed only when dues of members and charter 
fee are in the hands of the National Treasurer. 


The intersociety oratorical of Kansas State Agricultural College having 


great local importance and merit, is recognized as a forensic contest by Pi 
Kappa Delta. 

C. Benjamin Franklin of the Washburn College chapter, having won twa 
debates and one intercollegiate prohibition oratorical contest, is allowed to 
substitute winning first place in the oratorical for a winning debate and there- 
by receive the Degree of Honor with Special Distinction. 

L. R. Forbes, alumnus of Washburn College and applicant to the Wash- 
burn chapier, is given the privilege of being initiated by whatever chapter 
possible in the course of his travels, it being impossible for him to come to 
‘Topeka for initiation. This ruling is made general, and an applicant to one 
chapter may be initiated by another chapter upon receipt by the initiating 
chapter of proper credentials from the chapter to which the application was 
directed. 


S. W. Grathwell of Stanford University was elected to membership at 
large. 


On motion of Coad it was voted that the National Council, with the Presi- 
dent as Chairman, choose the time and place for holding the next national 
convention. 


It was voted that the Pi Kappa Delta key be not made up into fraternity 
jewelry, such as stickpins, cuff buttons, etc. Men may wear the key as a pen- 
dant from a chain or as a fob; women may wear it as a lavaliere. 

Session adjourned.

The committee does not feel that this ritual is at all a finished product, but 
rather that the formation of our ritual should be a growth, and that we should 
improve and add to it from time to time until it will eventually attain a beauty 
and excellence that will also be significant of the growth and development of 
our Order. 

‘he committee also wishes to acknowledge the valuable assistance and 
advice of Dr. J. R Macarthur, our National Secretary, and to give him credit 
for much of the best in this ritual. 

So, with the earnest hope that our work may be found to be of value, we re- 
spectfully submit it to you, Mr. President, praying that if it meets the ap- 
proval of the High Council, the committee may be discharged.

PI KAPPA DELTA INSTALLATION OF 
NEW CHAPTERS 


(Note.—All maiter printed in parenthesis in the following ceremonies indi- 
cates changes, substitutions and additions made by the National President.) 


The National President shall appoint the Installing Officer, who shall be 
an Active member in good standing or a member of the National Council. The 
new chapter may ask the appointment, as Installation Officer, of any member 
of Pi Kappa Delta qualified as previously stated herein. The chapter to be 
installed shall pay the necessary travelling expenses and cost of entertain- 
ment of the Installing Officer. 

The new chapter should arrange for a banquet or dinner to follow the in- 
statlation ceremcry with a list of xppropriate after dinner speeches, as—Our 
College in Oratory, Our College in Debate, The Future of the Forensic Men, 
Welcome to Pi Kappa Delta, etc. It adds greatly to the interest and effec- 
tiveness of the installaticn for the members of the new chapter to invite 
friends to the banquet. However, care should be taken not to allow the oc- 
casion to degenerate into a frivolous social affair not in keeping with the 
purpose of the meeting. 

The president of the new chapter should go over the Installation ceremony 
carefully, commit his speeches and inform the members of the chapter as to 
their duties during the Installation ceremony. Whether he acts as toast- 
master or not, he should take charge of the meeting and introduce the In- 
stalling officer. 


THE INSTALLATION CEREMONY 
Address of President of Local Chapter 


Mr , the officers and members of this temporary organization 
here assembled, consisting of (give names of members) have made 
application to the National Council of Pi Kappa Delta praying that this 
organization be recognized as a chapter of Pi Kappa Delta, and the 
National Council has been pleased to grant them a Charter authorizing 
them to become the chapter of Pi Kappa Delta. They are now 
desirous that their Charter be conferred, their Certificates of Member- 
ship presented, and their officers installed in due form. For this 
reason they are now met, and await your pleasure as the representa- 
tive of the National President of the Fraternity. 

(To the assembly) Ladies and Gentlemen, I now have the honor of 
introducing to you Mr. , & member (or an officer) of the 
chapter of Pi Kappa Delta. 














2. The Installation officer takes the floor and makes a brief address per- 
taining to the history, the aims, ideals, and purposes of Pi Kappa Delta. The 
Installation officer will then proceed to conduct the initiation of the mem- 
bers, using the approved National Ritual, which follows: 
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INITIATION OF NEW MEMBERS 


The members of Pi Kappa Delta, all wearing black masks, will assemble 
themselves in the form of a large triangle (with one open side); the Can- 
cellarius holding a lighted candle, at the top of the triangle; the Triangu- 
larius, holding a lighted candle at the angle to the left of the Cancellarius; 
the Malleatorius, holding a lighted candle, at the angle to the right of the 
Cancellarius. The Triangularius will also hold in one hand a triangle (and 
the Malleatorius a representation of the Pi Kappa Delta key. The Cancel- 
larius shall hold a gavel.) Seats for the candidates, to the required number 
will be placed (just outside of the lines of the triangle between the Mallea- 
torius and the Triangularius). The other brethren of the Order will seat 
themselves along the (other two) sides of the triangle. Two guards will 
remain without with the candidates and will blindfold them. 

When all is in readiness, let deep silence fall upon the Order. After a due 
pause, let the Malleatorius give three slow knocks upon the door to signify 
that all is in readiness. The guards without will reply with three soft 
knocks. The Triangularius will open the door. The guards will lead the 
candidates slowly to their appointed places ,after which they will mask them- 
selves and take their piaces in the triangle. Silence will be observed for a 
little time. Then will follow in order this ritual: 


Cancellarius—Heur ye the words of the Philosopher. 

“Persuasion is the chief end of Rhetoric. The art of the lawyer, of 
the orator, and the art of the conversationalist, may be called in one 
word the art of Persuasion. This Persuasion, or faith, is one of the 
faculties of the soul.” 

“Yet hold it more humane, more heavenly, first, 
By winning words to conquer willing hearts, 
And make persuasion do the work of fear.” 
Malleatorius—Hear ye the words of the Poet: 
“A thing of Beauty is a joy forever; 
Its loveliness increases; it will never 
Pass into nothingness; but still will keep 
A bower quiet for us, and a sleep 
Full of sweet dreams, and health, and quiet breathing. 
“Beauty is truth, and truth beauty—that is all 
Ye know on earth, and all ye need to know.” 
Triangularius—Hear ye the words of the Sage: 

“Justice is a virtue of the soul distributing that which each person 
deserves. Justice is Truth in action. There is no virtue so truly great 
and godlike as Justice.” 

“But the sunshine aye shall light the sky, 
As round and round we run: 

Truth shall ever come uppermost, 
And Justice shall be done.” 


At the conclusion of the reading of these passages, let there be a pause, 
during which Malleatorius and Triangularius will remove the bandages from 
the eyes of the candidates. 








12 THE FORENSIC 


Cancellarius—Brethren of our beloved Order, we are assembled together 
for the purpese of receiving into our number these persons (naming 
them). That they may know better the high ideals for which our 
Order stands, let us rehearse in your and their presence some of its 
aims and purposes. 

Recognizing that in the instrument of speech man has _ been 
granted a wondrous power which from time immemorial he has exer- 
cised either for the betterment of his fellows or for their destruction; 
and realizing the great influence that he wields and the deep re- 
sponsibility resting upon him who possesses in high degree this 
power, it has seemed good to the founders of this Order to band to- 
gether into one group such men (and women) in this our beloved Alma 
Mater as have demonstrated their ability to use effectively this gift, 
ang such as at the same time by their walk and conservation have 
given evidence of sterling worth of character and of high ideals in life. 

Upon such as belong to the Order, therefore, rests the duty of fur- 
thering within our collegiate hal's, by all lawful means in their power, 
the advancement of those great arts of speech practiced in high per- 
fection down through the ages. Upon us rests the obligation of rais- 
ing high standards and of maintaining worthy ideals; of promoting the 
spirit of fair play and broad-mindedness in all our relations; and of 
being to our own best selves true that we may not then be false to any 
man. 

I have spoken. 


Brethren—Thou hast spoken. 


Malleatorius (addressing the candidates)—Ye have heard from the most 
eminent, the Cancellarius, of the high ideals of our Order, and of the 
deep responsibilities resting upon those who take the vows of en- 
trance into its ranks. Is it, therefore, your desire to be initiated fur- 
ther into the mysteries and into the full membership of the Order? 

Candidates—That is our desire. 


Triangularius (addressing the candidates)—-Most eminent and worthy Can- 
cellarius, having duly investigated, I am _ satisfied as to the sound 
principles and high ideals of this neophyte (or these neophytes), and 
have found in his (or their) past conduct evidence of fitness for mem- 
bership in our Order. Therefore, I do hereby present them to you for 
initiation into our most solemn mysteries and to take the vow required 
for membership. 


(Trianguiarius and Malleatorius bring the candidates forward.) 


Cancellarius—Brethren of our Order, ye have heard how these persons 
have been (questioned by our brother Malleatorius and) commended 
to us by (our brother) Triangularius. If any one of you knows any 
just reason why these persons should not be admitted to our Order, 
let him speak now cr forever hold his peace. 

Pause. If there be no objection, Cancellarius will proceed. 

Cancellarius—Attend then and repeat this vow of obligation and allegi- 
ance to Pi Kappa Delta: } 

I, , in the presence of the Great Unseen, and these my visible 
witnesses, solemnly vow upon my sacred honor that I will at all 
times cheerfully abide by the constitution and the rules and regulations 
of Pi Kappa Delta, that I will neglect no reasonable opportunity to pro- 
mote forensic endeavor, that I will be fair, honest, and courteous toward 
all rivals and opponents, that I will work in every laudable way to 
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further the interests of Pi Kappa Delta, that I will cherish its members 
in bends of truest friendship, and that I will ever strive in a manner 
worthy of the high ideals of character which it represents. 

(Cancellarius—Brethren of our noble Order, the neophytes have spoken the 
vow of obligation. 

Brethren—They have spoken. 

Cancellarius—Hear, now, from our brother Triangularius, the mystery of 
the triangle, of the three candles, and of the three letters. 

Triangularius—Attend, O neophytes.)—The first candle and letter signify 
Peitho, or the art of Persuasion, that greatest of arts wielded by the 
tongue of man. In joining our Order you do pledge yourself to use 
your influence to promote the arts of human speech, more especially 
in this your Alma Mater, for the edifying of your fellows and for the 
well-being of the community. 

The second candle and letter signify Kale, or beautiful, which re- 
minds us of Beauty, the greatest of all arts, the ideal whose ultimate 
realization will be found only in Heaven. In joining our Order you do 
pledge vourself so far as in you lies, to strive after this ideal in your 
life and in vour work, and to help those who likewise strive. 

The third candle and letter signify Dikaia, or Just, which reminds us 
of Justice. In joining our Order you do pledge yourself to stand for 
fair play and broadmindedness, and to promote that spirit as far as 
your influence may extend. 

(Hear ye further the significance of the triangle. The triangle is in 
architectural art the symbol of strength and endurance, in musical art 
an instrument of beauty and harmony, and in mathematical science a 
design ,just and accurate. To the members of Pi Kappa Delta the tri- 
angle symbolizes the strength and endurance of our Order, the beauty 
and harmony of its fellowship, and the just and accurate design upon 
which it honors the followers of persuasion. Behold the brethren of Pi 
Kappa Delta stand before you and represent the triangle. You stand 
without the triangle,but in becoming a member of Pi Kappa Delta you 
are admitted into it. 

I have spoken. 

Brethren—Thou hast spoken. 

Cancellarius—The mystery of the three letters Pi Kappa Delta, the initial 
letters of Peitho Kale Dikaia, the Greek phrase signifying the art of 
persuasion, beautiful and just, and of the triangle has now been re- 
vealed in your hearing. Attend again and hear from our brother Mal- 
leatorius the signification and deep symbolism of our key.) 


Malleatorius—Attend, O neonhytes.—-This, the key, as ye well know, is that 
which unlocks or opens, so in our high Order it is symbolic of the fact 
that the forensic endeavor which we promote opens, to those who en- 
gage therein, the door of opportunity to enter upon a broader, fuller 
life, and to use their influence toward the realization of high ideals. 

The parts of the key have also deep significance. Mark ye this well. 

} The ring is a symbol of Unity, of the bond of brotherhood. By it we 

are drawn together in truest friendship, being thereby given strength 

} to accomplish things which none can do alone. The ring also symbol- 

izes eternity, signifying that the influence of endeavor toward high 

ideals can never die. 

The upper set which denotes the order to which a brother belongs 
is symbolic of Coherence. By this symbol are our actions harmonious- 
ly co-ordinated. 

The Eye, the emblem of vision, is the symbol of Clearness, an essen- 
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tial quality in those arts which we practice and uphold. It also has 
deep fraternal meaning. As brethren it means that we do highly en- 
deavor to see eye to eye with one another ,and that we cultivate that 
sympathy and breadth of mental and spiritual vision which will lead 
us individually and corporately to a higher plane of thought and ac- 
tion. Inasmuch as the Diamond is the brightest and clearest of all 
gems, it is fitting that it should be worn only by those who have far- 
thest advanced in our great Order. 

The heavy Point denotes Emphasis. It further signifies that we, the 
brethren of this Order do endeavor, so far as in us lies, to emphasize 
those things for which the Order stands. 

Hence you see that in this our key we have united all those qualities 
which are the foundation stones of the Art of Rhetoric as expounded 
by that Ancient Sage of Greece, Aristotle—may his name be held in 
veneration by our Order. Ye do likewise understand that these sym- 
bols relate most weightily to ourselves as brethren of the Order, and 
that he who pronounces the vows of Pi Kappa Delta highly resolves 
to live his life in accordance with its ideals. 

I have spoken. 

Brethren—Thou hast spoken. 
Cancellarius—Do ye understand, then, the high ideals and aims of Peitho 


Kale Dikaia, to which vou have vowed allegiance? 
Candidates—We do. 


They drop on one knee, holding both hands out with palms upward. (Can- 
cellarius comes down.) ‘Triangularius and Malleatorius go to right and left 
of Cancellarius. They give the triangle and the key to the candidates for 
careful inspection. Cancellarius lays gavel in the open left hand of candi- 
date and then placing tips of fingers on candidate’s shoulders says: ) 


Cancellarius—Finally, brother, whatsoever things are true, whatsoever 
things are honest, whatsoever things are just, whatsoever things are 
pure, whatsoever things are lovely, whatsoever things are of good re- 
port; if there be any virtue, and if there be any praise, think on these 
things. 


Taking gavel he touches candidate’s left hand, saying, “Peitho”; touching 
his head, he says “Kale”; touching his right hand, he says “Dikaia.” He then 
gives gavel to Triangularius, and taking the candidate by the right hand, he 
helps him to his feet, saying: 


Rise, —, I greet thee as my brother and as a brother of the Order 
of Peitho Kale Dikaia. J have spoken. 

Brethren—Thou hast spoken. 

Cancellarius (after all candidates are upon their feet)—Brethren of the 
Order, welcome this brother (these brethren) and give him (them) the 
double handshake of love and honor. I have spoken. 

Brethren—Thou hast spoken. 





‘Triangularius and Malleatorius take each new brother around to each of 
the brethren for greeting and the double handshake, repeating Peitho, Kale, 
Dikaia ‘They then take the new member back to a seat. Lights are extin- 
guished, masks removed, lights turned on. 
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| Following the initiation of the members of the new chapter the Installation 
officer proceeds with the following installation ceremony: 


Installing Officer—Brethren of Pi Kappa Delta, there now devolves upon 
me the duty of installing in(name of school) a chapter of our Order. 


Let the members of the prospective chapter form a triangle. Installation 
officer stands at apex of triangle. 


Installing Officer—Is it your desire as students of (name of school) to have 
this Chapter of Pi Kappa Delta established in your institution? 

Answer—lt is. 

Installing Officer—Is the establishment of such an organization in accord 
with the wishes of the duly constituted authorities of your institution? 

Answer—lIt is. 

Installing Officer—Do you hereby promise to do your best to support this 
chapter and the organization as a whole, loyally and faithfully? 

Answer—We do. 

Installing Officer—Then will ve reply to the following obligations with the 
words, “This we here highly resolve.” 


RITUAL OF INSTALLATION 


Installing Officer—We, as members of Pi Kappa Delta, will strive to pro- 
mote the highest ideals of forensic art. 

Answer—This we here highly resolve. 

Installing Officer—-We will be courteous, generous and fair toward all op- 
ponents, even thouzh they he not so to us. 

Answer—This we here highly resolve. 

Installing Officer—We realize the responsibility resting upon those who are 
given the talent of speech and shall strive to fulfill it. 

Answer—This we here highly resolve. 

‘Installing Officer—We will be loyal to our Order and to our own institution 
of learning, and will strive to make our Order serve the highest inter- 
ests of that institution. 

Answer—This we here highly resolve. 

Installing Officer—We shall strive to promote within the Order, Unity, Co- 
herence, Emphasis, Cooperation, and the spirit of brotherhood. 

Answer—This we here highly resolve. 

Installing Officer—We shall strive in our own lives for high ideals of char- 
acter and conduct, and quietly, unobtrusively, and unostentatiously to 
influence others by them. 

Answer—This we here highly resolve. 

Installing Officer—Upon this, your acceptance of the Obligation of Pi 
Kappa Delta, and upon your solemn pledge to support it throughout 
your lives, [, by virtue of the power within me vested, as the represen- 
tative of the National Organization, declare and pronounce you mem- 
bers in good standing cf the Chapter of Pi Kappa Delta, and ex- 
tend to you one and all the greetings of all the other chapters and 
members, together with this charter and these certificates of member- 
ship, signed by the National President and Secretary. 


(If any of the new member’s keys are veady they will be conferred at this 
time. The Installing Officer will proceed as follows: ) 





It now becomes my duty to confer upon you the right to the special 
insignia of Pi Kappa Delta, which it is the privilege, if not the duty, of 
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all members in good standing to wear. The key of Pi Kappa Delta is 
intended, as you know, to carry upon its face the record of your 
achievement and honor in intercollegiate forensics. The privilege of 
wearing the jewelled key of rank and honor is the highest distinction 
that Pi Kappa Delta can confer upon you, for it sets you apart as indi- 
viduals worthy of the attention, honor and respect of your fellow stu- 
dents and fellow men, Let none of you esteem this privilege lightly or 
slur the dignity of this badge by permitting it to pass from your pos- 
session, or to be worn by a person ineligible to its distinction. Guard 
well the honor of the key of Pi Kappa Delta, and may you here highly 
resolve at all times to live up to the high honor and distinction which 
the possession of such an emblem of scholarship and achievement con- 
fers upon you. 


(The Installing Officer at this time presents each member with his key, 
calling each by name and giving the class, order or orders, and degrve in Pi 
Kappa Delta represented by the key. The temporary president now intro- 
duces the president that the chapter has previously chosen to be installed as 
the first officer under the national organization. Installing officer will then 
proceed to install president.)

Suggestions and Recommendations of the National 
Ritual Committee 

In the formation of these ri.uals, the committee has endeavored to remain 
carefully within its authority, but it desires to recommend for the considera- 
tion of the National Council a few matters of importance. 

1, It is recommended that in the case of the installation of a new chapter. 
the installing officer shall be allowed to choose two assistants from nearby 
chapters, and that they accompany him and aid him in the installation and 
initiation ceremony. 

2. That in the matter of members at large, the persons elected should be 
urged to visit the nearest chapter of Pi Kappa Delta where they may be in- 
itiated according to the full ceremony, or that in case they merely fill out the 
obligation bianks the same shall be witnessed before a notary public or in the 
presence of two members of Pi Kappa Delta. 

To the local chapters of the Fraternity, the committee recommends: 

1, That some pledging ceremony be observed. 

2. That in the use of the initiation ritual and installation ceremony for of. 
ficers to be used annually by the chapter, every reasonable effort should 
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be made to make the ceremony as solemn as possible, and that no jests or 
“horse play” shall be closely associated with the actual ceremony. 

The committee also recommends certain features, the use of which is op- 
tional with the local chapter: 

That the candidates be brought imta the room blindfolded. 

That the room be darkened except for the three candles. 

That all members wear black masks throughout the ceremony, and that the 
three officials also wear black robes or gowns. 

That a symbol of representation of the Pi Kappa Delta key, some ten or 
fifteen inches long, be made of brass, weod, or cardboard and used in the 
ceremony, especially to make plainer the key lecture.

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COMMENT AND NEWS NOTES 


It is fair to all members of the organization to know that after the vote 
of the convention provisionally accepting the petition of the Fairmount chap- 
ter, for which result the delegate of the Southwestern chapter worked enthu- 
siastically, that a quarrel arose between the Southwestern debaters and the 
Fairmount debaters because the latter went to Winfield to visit a debate be- 
tween Kansas Wesleyan and Southwestern colleges on the same subject that 
Fairmount was to meet Southwestern on later in the month, and that the 
Southwestern chapter entered a protest against the acceptance of the Fair- 
mount petitioners. The National President appointed E. D. Schonberger, 
Province President of this jurisdiction, to umpire the controversy, expressing 
at the same time his disapproval of this sort of unsportsmanlike conduct. Hap- 
pily the matter has been adjusted and the Fairmount chapter was installed by 
Mr. Schonberger on the evening of May 21st. It is to be hoped that this mat- 
ter will not come up again and that all chapters will heed the National Council 
recommendendation that the practice of spying be absolutely discontinued. 


Another matter of note and concern to all members is the refusal of the 
faculty of Kansas Wesleyan to let the local organization accepted there be in- 
stalled into Pi Kappa Delta. The Editor was informed that this action was 
taken as the authorities feared that the entrance of Pi Kappa Delta would lead 
to the coming of social fraternities. Much as we regret and disapprove of the 
action taken, there is nothing that we can do as an organization about the 
matter except to put the members taken from this institution into the Kansas 
General chapter and take no more steps toward entering Kansas Wesleyan. 
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The loss of the Nebraska Wesleyan chapter is a matter of regret also. 
They surrendered their charter on the grounds that they could not seem to 
make the organization worth while. The editor feels that the national con- 
vention and the many actions taken there together with a baptism of energy 
on the part of all the local chapters will make Pi Kappa Delta worth while 
for the rest of us. A good recipe for getting up interest in Pi Kappa Delta is 
to pay dues. Where the money goes there the heart is, yea verily. 


The loss of the Central chapter is occasioned by the sale of the college by 
the Baptists to the Dutch Reform Church, The Baptists will merge the Cen- 
tral endowment with the Des Moines College endowment and form one large 
and new institution. Central members want their charter transferred to this 
new institution. An Iowa state law forcing small colleges to raise a half mil- 
lion endowment or lose the right of conferring degrees is putting survival up 
to the fittest. Iowa Wesleyan is safe, Krenmyre reports. 

Morningside College of Sioux City, lowa, a Methodist institution, is pre- 
paring an application for entrance into Pi Kappa Delta. The Universities of 
Georgia and New Mexico are also considering this step and will doubtless 
take action next fall. 





Chapter letters and cuts, and reports on new members taken in and 
changed standings of members should be sent to the Editor of The Forensic 
immediately. 


The annual number of The Forensic will be an extension number, will 
carry a write up on Pi Kappa Delta, pictures and reports from the chapters, 
and pictures of the National Convention. Be sure you are represented. 


The National Treasurer wishes to state to the members that he has 
entered into a contract with J. F. Newman, Fraternity jeweler, whereby Pi 
Kappa Delta must purchase 100 keys within the next two years. (A begin- 
ning consisting of about fourteen orders has been made already). Two sizes 
of keys are made, the original size for watch fob and a lavaliere size one 
half as large but weighing practically the same as the larger key. Only 
solid gold keys are now issued and both sizes are the same in price. New- 
man has met the price previously quoted by Roehm on solid gold keys, but 
offers better workmanship and a refund if we order the one hundred within 
the specified time. 


All orders for keys must pass through the Treasurer’s hands. The name 
of the member for whom the key is desired, his degree, order, class, etc. 
must be stated in the letter to the Treasurer to avoid mistakes and keep the 
record accurate. No more keys may be ordered C. O. D. Cash must accom- 
paar the order, and no key will be issued to members who are in arrears in 

ues. 


Keys which are ordered engraved may not be exchanged later. A mem- 
ber advancing to a higher degree or gaining a new order may have the 
jewelling of his key changed upon paying the difference in the price of the 
jewels and a fee of fifty cents to cover the cost of making the change. The 
jewelling is guaranteed for two years and engraving is free of charge. The 


— i. will always be delivered unless the small size is specifically des- 
gnated.
